The  leading  story  in  The  College  Cheer  of 
December  16,  1922,  read  as  follows: 

“Ever  keeping  pace  with  well  founded  en¬ 
terprises  in  educational,  athletic,  and  diver- 
sive  movements,  l9t.  Joseph’s  has  installed 
one  of  the  finest  radio  outfits  found  in  any 
educational  institution  in  the  Middle  West. 
The  athletic  director.  Father  Albin  Scheidler, 
C.PP.S.,  who  is  suipervising  the  work  of  con¬ 
struction,  is  leaving  nothing  undone  to  attain 
perfection  in  the  movement. 

“With  the  present  world  wide  interest  in 
radio  telegraphy  it  is  perhaps  a  requisite  for 
an  institution  of  this  kind  to  possess  an  out¬ 
fit.  The  present  interest  shown  by  the  stu¬ 
dents  is  a  good  criterion  that  this  outfit  will 
be  an  asset  to  St.  Joe.  In  addition  to  the 
connection  on  the  ibasketball  gallery  which 
wiU  insure  the  reports  of  athletic  and  j 
ephemeral  news,  there  will  be  an  install¬ 
ment  in  Alumni  Hall  for  musical  concerts 
and  other  items  of  interest.  It  is  hoped  that 
concerts  will  be  a  regular  feature. 

“The  set  will  (have  a  very  wide  radius 
and  with  good  atmospheric  conditions  we 
should  reach  any  station  in  the  United 
States.  Thus  added  interest  and  enthusiasm 
in  the  country’s  activities  will  begin  with 
our  first  concert,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  i 
before  Ohristmas.” 

You  probably  smiled  when  you  read  the 
above  paragraphs.  You  find  it  difficult  to 
realize  that  there  was  a  time  when  specta¬ 
tors  at  a  basketiballi  game  would  become  i 
silent  during  the  half  to  listen  to  a  radio 
presentation  of  Harry  Snodgrass  singing 
“The  Prisoner’s  Song,”  or  “Three  O’Cl'ock  in 
the  Morning.” 

Years  from  now  you  will  probably  smile 
when  CONTACT  quotes  several  paragraphs 
from  the  November  29,  1939  issue  of  Stuff. 
You  will  be  amused  to  read  that  on  Novem¬ 
ber  20,  1939,  students  and  faculty  members 
gathered  in  Alumni  Hall  to  witness  a  tele¬ 
vision  demonstration.  You  will  say,  “Tele¬ 
vision  is  so  common  now,  that  no  one  thinks 
much  of  it  anymore.  It’s  hard  to  imagine 
that  at  one  time  college  students  and  faculty 
gathered  in  an  auditorium  just  to  see  a 
television  set  in  operation.”

Thanksgiving  at  St.  Joe  isn.’t  what  it  used 
to  be.  ’The  shift  of  the  observance  from  the 
last  to  the  second  last  Thursday  isn’t  the 
change  to  which  we  refer.  It’s  the  mannei' 
of  observance  that’s  different.  In  the  old 
days  we  stuck  together.  There  was  no  such 
thing  as  “going  home  privilege.”  Along  about 
Tuesday,  Brother  Vic’s  mail  wagon  used  to 
creak  a  little  more  than  usual,  and  his  horse 
leaned  a  little  further  into  the  harness.  The 
packages  had  begun  to  roll  in!  Will  you  ever 
forget  those  packages?  They  bulged  with 
fried  chicken,  devil’s  food  cake,  a  jar  of  cran¬ 
berry  jelly,  pickles,  olives,  mince  pie,  and 
most  everything  else  found  in  a  grocery 
store.  Twice  daily  the  package  list  was 
posted.  And  around  Thanksgiving  time  the 
package  list  was  as  lonig  as  the  Smith,  sec¬ 
tion  in  a  city  directory.  The  C.  L.  S.  always 
presented  a  play  on  the  eve  of  Thanksgiving. 
A  football  game  between  the  College  All- 
Stars  and  the  High  School  All-Stars  always 
draw  blood  on  the  main  campus,  Thanksgiving 
morning.  After  stuffin’  themselves  with  a 
super-, special  dinner,  the  students  went  en 
masse  to  Rensselaer  to  attend  a  mwie.  Sodas 
and  hamiburgers  came  after  the  show.  Then 
the  fellows  returned  to  the  oampus  and  put 
their  packages  on  ta(p  once  more.  There  was 
never  any  “cutting  pp”  in  the  dorm  Thanks¬ 
giving  night.  Everyone  was  too  tired  and 
too  full.  In  fact,  it  was  so  silent  you  could 
hear  a  rabbit  limpin’  through  the  frost  as 
far  south  as  Remington.
